threatens to drive the legitimate industry 
of the bees out of the tield. 
(ilueose can 


be put up as honey and sold at one-half 
the cost of the genuine article, and yet 
leave an enormous profit to the manufac- 
turer. 
No wonder, therefore, that there 


is a scramble as to 
who shall get 
the 


biggest manufactory tirst. and make the 
biggest, fortune in tho shortest possible 
time. This artilieinl honey is. unlike ar- 
tificial butter, sold in tho market as the 
genuine article, to the great injury of tho 
reputation of tho bees-, iw has been said. 
The bees inny be able to stand this insid- 
uious attack on their good name, but 
whether those who buy their 
produce 


can likewise survive the attack on their 
internal economy is much more doubtful, 
and one that vitally concerns the state. 
Sulphuric, acid, lime and copper, says 
Professor Wiley, lind their way into glu- 
cose, and these things are not conducive 
to long life and good health.

whether they aro buying glucose, as an 
Irishman would wiy.
